Topics: ANA/Confederate currency 

May presentation 

Bob S , Ohio district representative of the American 
Numismatic Association, retired railroad engineer and 
student of Civil War history will give a presentation of 
Confederate Currency. 

The aspects of the financial hardships and the fund¬ 
ing of the Confederate States of America and the effect 
of counterfeit currency that was printed and used in the 
South during the conflict will be a key topic. 

Bob started collecting coins and some paper money 
in the last few years and found the ANA was a great 
place to learn and help youth in finding something 
to do besides electronic media. The American Nu¬ 
mismatic Association has been in existence since the 
1880’s and is national organization with main offices 
in Colorado Springs, CO, with member clubs in every 
state in America. 

Bom and raised in northern Ohio, Bob is married 
with 10 children, 24 grandchildren and four great 
grandchildren and spends his time traveling in the state 
attending birthday parties for kids and grandkids and 
teaching and learning about numismatics. 

April presentation 

The first impression is the most important, John 
Roberts and Tony Cass said during a presentation on 
how to grade Uncirculated Morgan Dollars. 

Graders look at the surface presentation, quality of 
strike, luster and eye appeal. They look at coins under 
incandescent lighting, form an opinion and then scan 
the coin with a 7 power magnifying glass to look for 
problems that might affect the grade. 

Roberts noted that the quality of strike varies with 
the date and mint mark. “It really does help if you look 


at tens of thousands,” he said. 

Since the 1980s, market grading has prevailed. 
Common date coins are loosely graded and keys, 
which cost more, are graded to a tougher standard. 

Collector wants have changed over the years. Toned 
coins and Uncirculated coins with mirror fields are 
now desirable. In the past mirror coins were looked 
down upon and some people tried to pass them off as 
proofs. The depth of a mirror field coin is determined 
by how far away a line of newspaper print can be 
clearly seen. Prooflike coins have 4-inch fields, Deep 
Mirror Proof Like (DMPL) have 6 to 8-inch fields and 
Ultra Proofllike, 20-inch ones.
